mcyer, 19, son 
of

The two were booked on 
charges of violating thci Sullivan 
anti-weapons Jaw. 


Raiding officers said some of the 
arms 
and 
ammunition 
were 


wrapped in packages addressed to 
individuals 
in 
Palestine. 
The 


store was found on the fifth floor 
of the building. Some of the*rifles 
were hidden in a navy sea bag. 
The two men were seized in the 


loft of the raided building while 
packing food and clothing for ship- 
ment to the Holy Land. 
Shortly 
after the arrests, a 


woman who authorities said iden- 
tified herself as Mrs. Esther Antin 
Untermeyer, wife of Louis Unter- 
meycr, wont to the police station 
whore the two men were held. 
"I don't Relieve the' bo'y

committed a crime," she said. "It 
is possible that he was influenced 
by my activities."

The raid was touched off by the 


discovery earlier of six rifles in a 
freight elevator of the building.

they were using the loft to pack 
food and clothing for

with the permission of a member 
of the Sondovitch firm.

Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation agents were called into Ihe 
case Immediately after the dis- 
covery of the cache.

KEEP YOUR EVE ON ERP 


Whether it li called ERP or EGA, the American 


people, at a time o( shortages, are making a ire- 
mendoun contribution to the peoplet of 16 nations 
pliu China, Western Germany and Japan. It will 
all be paid by taxation, by relieving the American 
people of • lhare of their earnings. 


The fact that Paul Hoffman has been author- 


ized to expend billions of dollars docs not moan 
Hint he must spend it all. In fact, after a few 
days in office, Mr. Hoffman took the posiUon that 
the authorization was insufficient. This Mr. Hoff- 
man could not know because the basis for his 
figures were estimate* because by the State De- 
partment eight or nine months ago and much has 
happened In between to justify a revision of those 
estimates. 


Naturally, the State Department cannot be 


trusted to revise its own figures, because that 
would involve them in an admission that they could 
make an error, which they don't do—even when 
they permitted the Secretary of State to walk Into 
• revolution at Bogota. 
- 
Also, Averell Harriman is not to b« trusted to 


revise those figures, unless there is a desire to have 
them revised upward. For Mr. Harriman was so 
long associated with the philosophy of Harry Hop- 
kins that spending the American people's earnings 
seems to have become a habit. As a matter of good 
taste, I do not believe that anyone associated 
with the Infamies of Teheran and Yalta ought to 
be permitted to do any more harm to the United 
Statei. Their excuse that they had to do what 
they did at Teheran and Yalta and Inter at San 
Francisco and Potsdam Is that they make a law 
of necessity, after declaring the nature of the 
necessity. 


Yet we must return to some of the ERP mat- 


ters, particularly coffee and tobacco, for which the 
American people ought not to pay in the neigh- 
borhood of half a biUlon dollars to keep Europe 
happy and contented. It is understandable that we 
are willing to feed the hungry, clothe the naked, 
house the dispossessed. But do we have to give 
them coffee and tobacco, too? 


Mr, Hoffman might eliminate those with no 


harm done. He might—and Congress might, too— 
insist that ERP shall not pay higher prices for 
commodities anywhere than are paid for the same 
In the United States. The Argentine, for instance, 
docs not mind what it charges the United States 
for American charity to Europe. In a word, we 
might save another few' hundred millions—maybe 
as much as half a billion dollars—it we refuse to 
pay the Argentine's fancy prices. 


Furthermore, two facts ought to interest Mr. 


Hoffman, One it that experts estimate that the 
European food crops in the 1948 harvest will 
amount to about eight to 10 million tons more 
than in 194T. 
Also that Europe notes a neat 


progress In industrial production. The Bevin Plan 
figures ought to be revised in relationship with 
these advantageous figures. 
It will do no one harm if we can save a billion 


or so. Mr. Hoffman's estimate that $5,300,000,000 is 
not enough conforms with my estimate of him be- 
fore his appointment to this position. I said at the 
time: "Clayton, Hoffman and Johnston are big 
spenders who would probably end up by asking for 
more. I, os one citizen, have no confidence in their 
capacity to resist European, particularly British, 
blandishments." But I did not believe that he 
would ask for more four or five days after he took 
office and before he had an opportunity to study 
the problem or to have the State Department 
figure* analyzed. 
For instance, the original ERP called for the 


shipment of tractors from this country to Europe 
where agriculture is not geared to tractors and 
fuel is frightfully scarce and expensive. It would 
make more sense to propagate draught horses and 
oxen—to which the European 
farmer 
is more 


accustomed—and it would probably do his land 
more good. 
Mr. Hoffman needs advice and It ought to be 


given to him plentlfuly by the taxpayer whose 
•gent he is. A billion or so saved will do just as 
much good in America as in Europe.

OP HEAT IN INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


Tht important leison learned from, the Sister 


Kenny method of treating infantile paralysis (polio- 
myelitis) wa» the great value of heat in preventing 
or lessening the degree of paralysis. It is true, of 
course, that th« majority ol patients do not develop 
• permanent paralysis; but the number who do is 
still too large. 
In the "British Medical Journal," Dr. H. J. Sed- 


don states that the extent of the paralysis should 
always be learned about one week after its onset, 
and then nt intervals of two weeks until two 
months after the onset, Observations at intervals 
of a month then will be sufficient, and after ; 
month* at intervals of two months. 


Maintaining of the paralyzed part in a "sensible" 


position should be undertaken from the first. It is 
the holding of the paralyzed limb in a sensible posi- 
tion that caused physicians and orthopedic special- 
ists to use splints, as the splints prevented the ser- 
ious deformities seen in many cases, 
In former 


years, these splints remained on for such a long 
tlnie that stiffness and contracted muscles, some- 
timed permanent, resulted. 


In order to prevent stiffness of joints and con- 


trncture of muscles, the affected part should be put 
through a full range of movement at least once a 
day. This treatment should start when the pain has 
disappeared, or 10 to 14 days after the onset of the 
paralysis—whichever period of time is shorter. 
If 


pnin—elther muscle tenderness, pain on stretching 
a muscle, or true muscle spasm—persists beyond 
this time, or if it is severe in the early stages of 
the disease, relief sometimes may be obtained by 
the application of heat; and It then will be consicl- 
eurably easier to cnrry out the movements that are 
so essential for the maintenance of the limb in a 
healthy condition. 


The application of heat to an old stiff joint or 


group of muscles for 10 minutes, then moving the 
joint and muscles in all directions for one or two 
mjnutcs, then applying heat again for five to 10 
minutes Is routine treatment in the physiotherapy 
department of most hospitals. The heat anesthetizes 
the tissues and allows free movement without caus- 
ing pain.

12 inches and for great northern 
pike 18 inches except in Silver 
Lake, Wyoming county, where it 
is 16 inches and in the St. Law- 
rence river whore it is commonly 
called pickerel and where it is 
20 inches. Daily limit for both 
great northern pike and pickerel 
is 10 except in waters where their 
take by licensed netting Is per- 
mitted. In such waters, there is 
no limit. 


The season for' pike perch and 


blue pike perch, except in several 
major waters, also runs from May 
1 through March 1. In Lake Erie 
and the Niagara river, there is no 
close season and no size limit on 
either species. In Lake Ontario, 
there is no close season for blue 
pike perch and no size limit for 
cither pike perch or blue pike 
perch. Elsewhere, the minimum 
limit is 12 inches, 


With few exceptions, the daily
